An unprejudiced and disinterested hearer of such an ac- 


count of Boston's present lire hazards,as given by Commis- 
sioner Cole to the Twentieth Century Club can only assent to 
his demand for prompt change of administrative duties and 
responsibilities. The lire department is least of seven govern- 
mental agencies now charged with authority that is supposed 
to conserve life and property against, loss by lire. Red'tape 
binds in a wasteful way. Duplication exists where there should 
be unity, and simplicity and directness'of action are thwarted 
by complexity arid indirection'.- Us-iber*1* -move in the direc- 
tion 'Of reform, then .-properly-owning interests that might/be 
affected if laws against unsafe and risky structures were.'.en- 
forced, get busy. Their success imposes higher insurance 
rates on the community at large and is to some extent an ex- 
cuse for a startling total annual loss of properly. 


That there may be no question as to the correctness of 


this department head's complaint, it is only necessary to in- 
terrogate competent insurance experts and let them tell of a 
variety of local conditions that make Boston far from a na- 
tional leader in (ire prevention and reduction of hazards. New 
York city, of late years, has been forced to serious considera- 
tion of its own needs in this field, and has worked out a sys- 
tem of precise relations between .the lire, police, street, build- 
ing and wiring departments which gives primacy of authority 
to the first named and puts responsibility for delayed or in- 
efficient action where il.lielongs and where H can be dealt with, 
Expert knowledge'of '(lie lire lighters controls action taken in 
all other'fieldj. of municipal activity that impinge or overlap in 
a way to delay the prevention of tirbs or their rapid and thor- 
ough extinction.

The supposed federation 
of fire .departments.in Greater Boston for joint action is now 
wholly dependent upon (he good will of,'lire chiefs. H should
